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UNGA unamimously adopted a resolution (GA Res 1721, XVIth Sess) 
sppnsored by First Committee for peaceful uses of outer 

space, including following: That states launching objects 

into orbit or beyond to furnish information promptly to the 

UN Cte on the Peaceful &H Uses of Outer Space, thru the SG, 

for the registration of launchings, the SG to maintain a 

public registry of the information thus furnished. 


On 29 December x962k 1961 State wrote to NASA and DOD on 
the subject of what such registration should consist of 
(CIA was not consulted.)

12 Jan 1962, DOD agreed w/State that US shld take lead in
